It is ex pected that the pro secuto r 
w ill endeavo r to sho w that the sto ries 
to ld by the members o f the Bankert 
fam ily do 
no t co incide, and it is 
tho ught that the co nflicting statements 
as to Co o k securing ’the razo r and Mrs. 
Baftkert’s sto ry o f o btaining the lamp 
w ill be the principal po ints which 
wdll be used by the pro secutio n to 
discredit the statements o f the fam ily.
